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URTHER proof that 
Today’s Mail contains 
much of interest to 
the stamp collector 
comes from Mr. W. 
H. Gilley of Chicago. 
A brief description of the many 
pieces that Mr. Gilley has submit- 
ted will suffice to prove that it is 
worth while to scan your mail as 
it comes to you and in doing so 
you are certain to find many items 
that are worthy of laying aside. 
Among a number of covers bear- 
ing 2c stamps, ordinary letters, is 
a cover from Gilley, Kentucky. 
What man wouldn’t place a cover 
in his collection if he found the 
town cancellation the same as his 
own name. This one is cancelled 
in violet and happens to be an air 
mail letter with a 5c Aeronautic 
Conference Stamp. 


Youwould not believe there were 
any Chinese cities in the United 
States, yet if you see the cover 
that is before the writer with 
the cancellation “Ah-Gwah-Ching, 
Minnesota,” you would be ready to 
admit that there must be a little 
piece of China somewhere in Min- 
nesota. And as further proof that 
this letter is from a Chinese City 
in Minnesota it is addressed to 
“Willie Ching, Hand Laundry, 
Chicago, Il.” 


From Minnesota and its Chi- 
hese city we go to Texas with a 
Russian city. “Dobrowolski” is a 
city in Texas. The violet cancel- 
lation over a George Rogers Clark 
stamp addressed to Leo Dobrowol- 
ski in Chicago is proof that there 


is a little bit of Russia down in 
Texas, 


Arkansas must have got tired 
trying to think of names to give 
to its new towns as they sprung 


up and started in to number them. 
There is a cover with the cancel- 
lation “Forty-Four’, Arkansas, 
and another cancelled “Fifty-Six”. 
This makes one wonder if they 
started in with number one and 
are still running up. 


“Minnie” is a town down in 
Kentucky and curiously enough the 
envelope that bears this cancella- 
tion is addressed to “Miss Minnie 
Ola” who evidently has left the 
old home town and gone to Chi- 
cago. This envelope is cancelled 
in a bright red. Another queer 
one from Kentucky is “Pigeon- 
roost”. This envelope is also can-

celled in red and curiously enough 
the address fits in with the post 
mark for the letter is addressed 
to “Bird Sykes Co.” 


Filmore, Wyoming, uses a bril- 
liant blue cancellation ink as is 
shown on a letter from that west- 
ern town, while over in western 
Ohio is a little cross roads place 
called “Dawn” and a bright purple 
ink over a Rogers Clark stamp 
makes a very interesting cover.

Two covers addressed to George 
A. Zimmerman of Chicago, are 
both cancelled at towns named 
“Zimmerman”, one in Minnesota 
and the other in Louisiana. 


Besides the covers which Mr. 
Gilley has submitted are a number 
of imperf blocks of four of the 
14%ec brown Harding stamps. These 
all bear interesting cancellations 
and a brief description will be of 
interest. The cancellations are all 
in color, being either in red, blue, 
green, magenta or violet. 


The following towns are repre- 
sented: Pattagumpus, Maine; Min- 
nie, Ky; Dobrowolski, ' Texas; 
Pumpkin Center, Ky.; Forty-Four, 
Ark.; Gilley, Ky.; Dorothy, Minn.; 
Willow Springs, Ill.; Burmester, 
Utah; Genesee Depot, Wis.; New 
Munster, Wis. The above are all 
ordinary letter mail cancellations 
as used in small towns. In addi- 
tion to the above there are blocks 
of four cancelled Xenia, Ohio, and 
Union City, Indiana, with the 
parcel post cancellation stamp 
and a block from Fremont, Wis- 
consin, cancelled with the Money 
Order Bureau cancellation which 
is used for cancelling Money 
Orders. 


All of these pieces are both in- 
teresting and attractive and are 
described as being representative 
of what you can find in your to- 
day’s mail if you will but observe. 


Mr. Jacob Steckel of Dunmore, 
Pa., also submits four covers some 
of which are a bit out of the ordi- 
nary. There is one from Troy, 


Ohio, which has the postmark in- 
verted. This is a machine cancel- 
lation and the cancelling device 
must have been placed upside down 
From Sunbury, 


in the machine. 
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Pa., there is a machine cancelled 
cover with the year date “1929” 
inverted and from Scranton, a cov- 
er with a double machine cancel- 
lation, one immediately over the 
other. 


Mr. A. H. Albert of Hightstown, 
N. J., and Mr. George S. Chapman 
of San Juan, Porto Rico, both re- 
port covers from New York, Balti- 
more and Cambridge, Mass., can- 
celled in blue, similar to the one 
described in a recent issue of the 
News. 


VATICAN CITY STAMPS 


The recent issue of postage 
stamps for the Vatican City has 
brought forth more newspaper 
comment than any issue of foreign 
postage stamps has ever before 
been given by the press of this 
country. 

Clippings come to our office 
from every part of the country 
and one just at hand shows a full 
sized picture of the complete set 
of stamps. 

A United Press Dispatch com- 
ments on the stamps as follows: 
“The total value of the issue was 
for 56,000,000 lire and it is esti- 
mated after less than a fortnight 
that some 35,000,000 lires’ worth 
have been purchased. It is ex- 
pected that the entire issue will be 
sold out by the end of the year if 
not earlier. The second issue, it 
is understood will contain a few 
variations on the original but be- 
fore this is issued there is likely 
to be a small reprint of the first.” 


STAMP VENDING MACHINES 

The Postoffice Department is ex- 
perimenting with different types 
of machines to dispense postage 
stamps. It is hoped to find a prac- 
tical machine that can be placed 
in the lobby of a postoffice, Hotel 
or Office Building, a machine that 
can both make change and sell 
postage stamps. 

On reading such news it leads 
one to wonder if the postage 
stamps sold by such machines will 
be of the standard type of stamp 
from sheet or coil or if a special 
style of stamp will be devised for 
sale through these machines.

offices has been done in such a 
manner that there should be no 
kicking from collectors. Not a 


straight edged copy is evident in 
our pile of mail and all stamps 
have been placed on the covers in 
a perfectly upright position and 
as good as we would have done 
it ourselves, so that the covers 
appear clean and attractive in ev- 
ery way. 

Considering the great amount 
of wording and design on these 
stamps, the artists have done a 
wonderfully attractive bit of work 
in producing this new stamp. Un-

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Air Covers Disappear 

Collectors are asked to watch 
for the source of offerings of cov- 
ers carried by R. L. Baker of the 
Cleveland and Washington pas- 
senger line on the first trip over 
the route and placed for mailing 
in Washington on August 15. The 
entire bundle of letters disap- 
peared after they were left at a 
Washington hotel for mailing. The 
bundle carried on the northbound 
trip were mailed at the Cleveland 
airport but collectors are asked 
to be on their guard when offered 
covers postmarked Washington 
and report any offerings to J. P. 
Penning, 124 E. Eugene Ave., 
Homestead, Pa., who handled the 
covers before Pilot Baker carried 
them. 


An Unusual Zeppelin Cover 


Collectors living in the east, who 
sent mail on the Zeppelin which 
was addressed to be dropped off 
at Los Angeles will probably be 
interested to know that their mail 
beat the Zeppelin time around the 
world. Before me is a cover which 
was prepared to make the round 
the world trip, it bears $3.55 post- 
age, the proper amount but due to 
the way in which it was addressed 
it was confused with mail that was 
intended to be dropped at Los An- 
geles and was so dropped where 
it got the Los Angeles Backstamp, 


“Los Angeles, Calif—Z. R. W. 
(Zeppelin Round World)—Aug. 
26, 1929.” This stamp is in red. 


The cover was then despatched to 
Lakewood, N. J., where it is can- 
celled August 28, 1929, a day 
ahead of the arrival of the Zeppe- 
lin at Lakehurst. The cover also 
bears the autograph of both Rich- 
ardson and Rosendahl, passengers 
on the Round the World flight. 


Camden, N. J. 


Covers from the first flight, 
September 15, are at hand from 
Camden, N. J. The cachet is the 
Same one that has been used on 
this route, New York to Atlanta 
for other cities. The cachet bears 
the date Sept. 15, 1929. The post- 
mark is 9:30 p. m.
